like falling and scraping your 
knee where it bleeds, it scabs, it 
heals over,” says Gail Wyatt, Ph.D., 
director of the UCLA Sexual Health 
program.

“I just think that we've 
gotten rid of, luckily, a lot of those guidelines," she says.

No one is stopping her now. Having wrapped her fifth 
season on CBS's hit series Mike & Molly, for which she won 
an Emmy in 2011, McCarthy teamed up again with her 
Bridesmaids and The Heat director and pal Paul Feig (see 
page 53) to star in Spy, her first big summer action movie, 
which earned rave reviews and was No. 1 at the box office. 
Best of all, she got to add “hanging from a helicopter" to her 
resume. “Jason Statham was literally crawling up my body 
like a ladder, and 1 was like, 'What am 1 doing and how did 
1 get here?

Sitting down for a video interview in 
L.A. with People and Entertainment 
Weekly editorial director Jess Cagle, 
McCarthy is clearly a power player. But 
when she gets talking, she seems more 
Midwestern mom— she's warm, polite, 
and absolutely loves to laugh. She has 
always taken full control of her career 
decisions, from opting to work with her 
actor-director husband of nine years, 
Ben Falcone, 41, and becoming a mom— 
to their daughters Vivian, 8, and Geor- 
gie, 5— while she was working on her 
first hit series, Gilmore Girls (though, 
ironically, never when her character, 
Sookie, was also pregnant) to personally 
picking out her characters' wigs. “When 
I read a character that I really, really 
love, I know immediately what they look 
like," she says. “It's like I want to 100 per- 
cent become that person." 

When she was growing up outside 
Plainfield, 111., the actress says, her 
imagination ran wild because “it was a 
very, very tiny, rural farm town. I didn't 
jump on my bike and run around with 
the neighborhood kids; it was like me 
walking around a weird barn by 
myself." A tennis player and cheer- 
leader in high school, McCarthy per- 
formed in only one play, in which she 
won the role of . . . a cheerleader. “I tried 
to be like, ‘Can I be the old woman?' " 
she recalls.

“He was making 
clothing for, like, size-0 models at FIT 
that I would wedge myself into . . . and 
I always had a big wig on and gold swing 
capes. I told really long, self-involved 
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stories about how amazing I was ” 
When she quit college to explore 
comedy, her mom was, oddly, fine with 
the decision, McCarthy recalls. “She 
thought fashion would be really risky 
for me, whereas I guess she thought 
stand-up was, like, salt of the earth.” 
Decades later she's returning to her 
original goal: launching her own cloth- 
ing line, Melissa McCarthy Seven7 (see 
page 51). “In grade school I started 
keeping scrapbooks and doing 
sketches,” she says. “Especially through 
the '80s. I had a whole scrapbook on 
Gaultier! To get to come back to it is 
kind of crazy. It's pretty dreamy.” 

When she met her husband in 1998 
at a Groundlings comedy class in L.A., 
another dream came true. “We knew 
we got along so well it was like, 'We'd 
better not screw this up,' ” she told 
People last year. “We were just friends 
for a couple of years, until finally it was 
like. Tor the love of God, can we just 
call it what it is and start dating?' ” 

A homebody, McCarthy is happiest 
binge-watching HGTV, which she loves 
“with such a burning, weird passion,” 
and has sworn to her husband that they 
have renovated their house for the last 
time. “I have to rip things down to the 
studs. Even I am now at a point where 
I'm like, 'Okay, maybe this needs to be 
it.' ” But her career? That she's always 
ready to reinvent. Right now, she says, 
“I'm having the time of my life.”

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T he last year has been a wild ride 
for Chris Pratt, but iPs the little 
moments with his family— wife 
Anna Paris and their 2-year-old 
son Jack— that he still trea- 
sures most.

J immy Fallon is sitting in his

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T here were no tents, no sleeping 
bags, no coolers full of food. All that 
anyone saw in the remote campsite 
in Washington State's Teanaway 
Community Forest were children 
sitting in stunned silence around an 
empty picnic table. When a concerned 
camper alerted authorities last Sept. 15, 
a deputy initially found three children 
with ragged haircuts and filthy clothes. 
Even when police found the children's 
father, Melford Warren Jr., in a pickup 
truck with four more children, near the 
campsite, answers eluded them. ''He 
didn't talk to us," says Kittitas County 
undersheriff Clayton Myers. Nor did the 
children. A deputy on the scene noted 
that he believed he'd stumbled across 


"some kind of cult activity." "[The chil- 
dren] were taught what to say and what 
not to say," Myers says. "They had clearly 
been coached." 

Now, police say, the truth is more hor- 
rific than they could have ever imag- 
ined. On May 21, after an investigation 
that uncovered severe sex- 
ual and physical abuse 
against some of the group's 
12 children, ranging in age 
from 14 months to 13 years, 
they arrested Warren Jr., a 
43-year-old drifter, along 
with his two lovers. Shannon 
Felicia Ann Smith, 41, and 
Amanjot Kaur Jaswal, 28— 
whom Warren (and the 


women themselves) referred to as 
"breeders." Warren is charged with mul- 
tiple counts of child molestation, assault 
and rape and more charges are pending; 
he has yet to enter a plea. Jaswal and 
Smith have each been charged with 
misdemeanor criminal mistreatment 
and have pleaded not guilty. 
"The women are under a 
hypnotic spell or a psycho- 
logical hold, going along 
with his schemes," says Kit- 
sap County sheriff's deputy 
Scott Wilson. "This investi- 
gation has just scratched 
the surface."

Months later the children began to 
detail the atrocities they'd survived: 
One of Warren's daughters, age 10, told 
investigators that her father was raping 
her in the campsite's woods on the very 
day she was rescued. A 9-year-old 
daughter recounted in detail the day 
her father beat her because she couldn't 
read. "Her father would hit the children 
with sticks and bats, put them in cold 
water and punch them," a police docu- 
ment states. "She said another time 
her father had burned her hand with 
a lighter." "Any words I choose would

not accurately describe the abuse," says 
Kitsap County senior deputy prosecu- 
tor Cami Lewis. "It's horrifying." 

There were some warning signs. In 
August 2014, Jaswal took her then 
14-month-old daughter to Mary Bridge 
Children's Hospital in Tacoma, Wash., 
with a broken arm. A social worker 
called authorities, who determined that 
Warren had broken the toddler's arm 
by throwing her against a couch. But 
after police questioned them at their 
remote home in Port Orchard, Wash., 
Warren took several children and fled 
to the woods. 

Those closest to Smith and Jaswal are 
shocked by the horrors their children 
revealed. Smith, who was arrested at the 
Everett, Wash., bakery where she 
worked, was "sweet," says her boss Joe 
Rzeezkowski. "But she had this flat 


affect when she spoke. We all feel 
duped." Smith remains in jail away from 
her eight children. Jaswal, who has a 
nursing degree and is "well educated," 
according to her attorney Tom Weaver, 
has been released from j ail and can't be 
alone with any of the four children she 
had with Warren. Authorities say the 
investigation is ongoing, but what has 
been revealed so far has left many 
shaken. Says deputy Wilson: "This is 
unlike anything we've ever seen."

teve Martin has played some wild and crazy 
guys over the years, but sitting down at a 
corner table at one of his favorite West 
Hollywood Italian restaurants, the come- 
dian-actor-musician-writer-producer often 
called a Renaissance man is calm, cerebral and 
perfectly collected. ''It doesn't mean I try to pos- 
sess it all,” says Martin with a quiet laugh. "Fm

HE TAUGHT ME TO HELP OTHERS

1 tsp. kosher salt 

V/i tbsp. baking powder 
V/i cups sugar 

2 medium oranges 
2 large eggs, beaten 

VA cups milk 
Vi cup (1 stick) unsalted 
butter, melted 
VA cups dried cherries, 
lightly chopped 
2 tbsp. chopped fresh 
rosemary 

1 . Preheat the oven to 375°. 

Lightly grease or line two 
12-cup muffin tins. 

2. In a large bowl, whisk together 
the flour, salt, baking powder 
and sugar. Grate 2 tbsp. of zest 
from the oranges and set the

zest aside. Then squeeze 
the oranges to get Vicu'p of 
juice. In a medium bowl, 
combine the juice, eggs, milk 
and melted butter. 

3. Stir the egg mixture into 
the flour mixture until just 
combined. Fold in the zest, 
cherries and rosemary. 

4. Spoon the batter evenly into 
the muffin tins, filling of each 
cup. Bake for 18 to 20 minutes 
or until a toothpick inserted 

in the center comes out clean.
